The Farm Home and the Flight to 
the Cities 


‘‘E very farm er who owns a farm 
’ought to have ru n n in g w ater in 
his kitchen ami a bathroom in his 
hous,*. and thos«* who do not own 
them should have these necessities 
supplied by the ow ners,” said Mr. 
.A. ( \ Kbie, a business man of Dal­ 
las in talking recently to his neigh­ 
bors in a farm ing com m unity near 
Canton, Ohio, tin* occasion being 
the Ebb* reunion, 
where 
about 
three h u n d red relatives and con­ 
nect ions of the family came to g e th ­ 
er. and his rem arks apply to con­ 
d itio n s in Texas as 
well 
as 
in 
Ohio. 
‘‘A reason why young 
people 
k*ave the farm as soon as they are 
able is that they are very 
much 
less h ap p y there th an they m ight 
be if a little consideration on the 
part of th eir p a re n ts were shown 
them. The reason so m any farm 
wives are old and worn out before 
th e ir time is th at they do so much 
w ork every day th at a little study 
and less expense on the p a rt 
of 
their husbands would m ake unnec­ 
essary. It is surprising how much 
additional pleasure and 
comfort 
can be gained at little or no cost, 
and what a wonderful difference it 
makes in a home and in the mem­ 
ories of that home. Th«* farm«*r in 
reasonable circum stances buys sul-

N. OSCAil CALLAWAY 


By His Friends and Neig’hbors in 
Honor of His Re-Election to 
Congress 


An informal reception was ten­ 
dered lion. Oscar Callaway Moil- 
day afternoon, on the court house 
lawn, by about five or six hundred 
of his friends and neighbors 
in 
honor of his re-election to Con- 
gress. 
Mayor (}. A. Cunningham acted 
as .Master of Ceremonies, introduc­ 
ing Senator .1. 0. 
Kearby, 
v.li) 
spoke of “ our friend and neigh­ 
bor” in eulogistic terms, 
espec­ 
ially commemling him for his stand 
upon, and oi>position to the infa­ 
mous and iniipiitous j>ension steal. 
Hon, Hilton Burks, member of 
the State 
Exeeutive 
Committee 
from this district, was next intro­ 
duced, and in turn introduced Mr. 
Callaway. 
Mr. 
Burks, 
jokingly 
said, since going to Congress, Mr. 
( ’allaway had “ worn off some of 
the rough edges, and had reached 
the point where lie 
eoultl 
say, 
“ My Countrymen,” and that 
he

But wheat 
is not a stock feed, and without 
plenty of stock feed we can have 
but a scant supply of stock, there­ 
fore much of our cotton 
which 
doesn’t go to pay for hors** feed 
goes to pay for meat. W hat is left 
of our principal money crop isn t 
as much as it ought to be. 
Now, 
kaflfir corn and milo 
maize 
are 
unquestionably surer crops in the 
great farming regions of 
Texas 
than Indian corn is. They are prac. 
tically as valuable, their yield per 
acre larger.

our sole effort has been made to in­ 
duce the state to \indertake to care 
for its own indigent tuberculosi.« 
citizens. 
“ Jn this we have been partially 
successful, the state having estab­ 
lished a modern and fairly com­ 
modious iustitution for the care of 
consumi)tives. 
In 
pushing 
this 
movement, our |)lan has been that 
the proposed institution was nec­ 
essary from a preventive 
rather 
than a curative standpoint. 
Outsiders are Problem 
“ W e have found, however, a dis­ 
turbing element, in the large nunu 
her of stranger consum])tives 
in 
our midst. These peo[)le come to us 
from all parts of the United 
s 
and many of them are totally with­ 
out means. Many of 
them 
have 
sought out tlie smaller communi­ 
ties, where then' are no 
provis­ 
ions whatever 
for 
their 
care. 
AVherever they may be, wbi'tlnr 
in the larger or smaller eommuni- 
ties, or on tin* publie carriers, they 
are the sam\* menanc<‘ to the pub­ 
lic health that our own peoTile are, 
or were before we began to ta k e 
eare of thi'iu. They are 
just 
as 
])oor, just as ignorant and just as 
careless, and should be controlled 
to the same extent as our own ]>eo- 
])le. In addition they, being tra n s ­ 
ients, are not subject to the same 
educational inñuences exerted thru 
our state institution, granting we 
are able to care for them and that 
the burden is a fair one for us to 
assume. 
“ We appeal to the Federal gov­ 
ernment, therefore, for assistance 
on the ground that the traveling 
eonsum{)ttive is a menace to inter­ 
state commerce, and by virtue of 
interstate commerce, a serious me­ 
nace to tliose of our people w’ho 
hay>|)en to reside in climates suita­ 
ble to an unusual degree to the tu ­ 
berculosis individual. 
Ask for Protection 
“ We ask for the establishment 
and maintenance of hosjiitals for 
the segrtigation, treatm ent and ed­ 
ucation of strangm* consumptives 
in the Southwest, ami in support 
of our plea would 
advaiiet' 
the 
same argum ent which has ri'sulted 
in the establishment of such insti­ 
tut ions by the state. It is not only 
a m atter of common justice and 
hum anity th at these j)(‘0|)le he ear­ 
ed for, but it is a 
demonstrable 
fact th a t the institutional care of 
the tuberculous is the most potent 
method of preventing the s{)read 
of the disease.“ 
In suT)port of this 
contention 
the Journal cites statistics to show 
a decrease in eonsuniption in states 
and cities where such institutional 
eare has been established.
